The Women of Burmah How Thoey
Dress, Act, and Live Generally.

The Burmese women before they be-
come mothers are noted for their well-
proportioned though amall fizures. To
one accustomed to seeing the regular
features so prevalent amongst the many
pretty Indian girls, the Mongol-like fea-
tures of their Burmese sisters look ugly
and repellant, but after a while this im-
pression wears ofl; the women of the
country have many pretty little ways and
they are very cleanly,  Their hands and
feot are small and well shapad, arms sym-
maotrical, the head well put on the neck;
their carviage is erect, they allow no hair
to grow anywhere except on their heads,
where it is most luxuriant, and is taken
the greatoest care of, tied up a la chinoise,
with a wreath or garland of tlowers en-
twined; they tl‘uliFuru their ears which
are naturally small and pretty, by boring
huge holes in the lobes, and wear in
them either gold or amboer cylindrical-
shaped carrings; thoy cover themselves
over with necklets, bracolets, rings, ete.,
and the Burmese gold silversmith are
nearly as good as those in Cutfack, Trich-
inopoly, or Delhi.

Some Loty Monntain-Climbing
Highest Point Yet Reached,

Our Calentta correspondent in a recent
tolegran, mentioned the arrival of Mr
Graliam, an experienced climber, with
two Swiss giides, at Darjecling, en route
for Bikkim, whence he was about to at-
tempt the ascent of the Kinclunjunga
mountain, which iz upward of 28,000 fect
high.  We have been favored with two
private letters from Mr. Graham to a
friend in Londom describing his moun-
taineering experionces in the Himalayas
up to the date of writing.  Our infor-
mant bolicves that no one had proviously
climed as high, either in the Himalayas
or elsewore. Wo extract the following
from Mr. Graham's lottors:

1:30 we had reached at loast 22,300 feet.
The summit was in sight, a stecp 0w
slope broken with rock. Another he'f
hour would have put us on the top, « " »
asudden and violent snow-storm arc

and wi were obliged to turn back. How
weo got down some very awkward slopes I
do not know, It was the most dangerous
work I ever did. We reached our camp,
but could get mo fire, everything being
wet, and passed a most awful night. The
next day we had to leave, ns Yru\'inimm
wore short, and the peak would not be
ready for another week.

CORPULENCE.
How to Avoid Getting Fat---A Bill
of Fare,

A new bhook on “*Corpulence and Its
Treatment,” has Iately been published in
Germuny by Prof. Ebstein, of Gottingen,
He is not, like the English “savior of the
stout, ' full of over-flowing thankfulness
for relief from this disease; probably he
has not even auffered from it for corpu-
lent men are rarely stern and strict.  His
method differs from that of Danting.
According to Ebstein, the primary cause
of carpulency is the want of sufficient
energy to renounce the so-called attract-
ions of life, He firmly maintaina that
fat is produced merely by over eating and
drinking. Water and drinking cures are
altogether condenined by Prof. Ebstein;
and while the banting system teaches
that ,‘fat makes fat,” this doctrine is di-
rectly opposed by Prof, Ebstein, in whose
ideal of fare for those suffering from cor-
pulency fat forms a great feature. **The
250 grammes of bacon," says Prof. Eb
stein, **which our Emperor ordered to be
delivered daily to all soldiers taking part
in tha French campaign of 1870, are, 8o
to speak, an official acknowledgemnent of
the importance of fat in the rational nour-
ishment of a hred-working man.”

The annexed bill of fare is that propos-
ed by Prof. Ebstein for an average case
of corpulency the invalid being supposed
to be 41 years of age, and having sutfered
from increasing stoutness for 20 years,
